Jake, 


If you hang a long wire antenna from a kite most of your signal will go 
out to space. The main lobes of a long wire migrate towards the 
lengthwise direction of the antenna as it is made longer (radiates off 
of the ends). This can give you some gain but it will be in the wrong 
directions when the antenna is elevated vertically. I would suggest an 
end fed half wave. This would put the most signal where you want it and 
it won't require an extensive counterpoise. I have some information on 
how to feed such an antenna if your interested on one of my web pages at 
this URL:

Some comments to the effect that testing in the Microwave did not give an 
indication of how PVC as a dielectric works at HF, and a comment that PVC 
lacked suitability as a coil form cannot withstand the research findings. 


I spent some time today at various Plastics industry web sites. PVC is 
considered "a good dielectric" But, there is PVC and pvc and --- more on this 
in a minute. 

Also dug out the old Master, F.E. Terman, "Electronics and Radio Engineering " 
Ath Ed., and in Chap. 2 he says: " The merit of a capacitor ora 
dielectric....... With ordinary dielectrics, the phase angle is so small that 
the power factor, the dissipation factor, and the reciprocal of capacitor Q 
are for all practical purposes equal to each other and to the phase angle 
expressed in radians. Thus a power factor of 0.01 represents a phase angle of 
@.573 degrees and a capacitor Q of 100." 


A dielectric material affects other components as a capacitor would, and it is 
the properties of the dielectric when you talk of capacitor losses, and the 
power factor of a capacitor is the power factor of its dielectric. Measuring 
power factor then, would be another way to evaluate plastics. Place them 
between two plates, and check with a Sencore Capacitor tester or similar unit. 


"Power factor ....is practically independent of the capacitor capacitance, 
the applied voltage, the voltage rating, or the frequency (unless polar 
effects are involved.)" 


That sounds to me like you can test it in the microwave and feel confident 
that it will also work at HF. But there are several things the microwave test 
does for you. As someone alluded, heating might indicate entrapped water, and 
indeed water adsorption will degrade an otherwise good dielectric material. 
But equally revealed by the effect of the microwaves, is whether there are 
impurities of metal or filler material like metal in the PVC. And this is 
what I meant about PVC, pvc, etc. There are additives to the various PVC 
compounds. Some are for UV resistance in conduit, some for color, etc. The 
base materials are ethylene and chlorine. Ethylene like many other plastic 
raw materials comes from pertroleum distillation. Nothing inherently lossy 
about it. Chlorine is derived from electrolysis of water according to the 
Vinyl Institute web diagram. 


If the PVC sample is not colored, it does not heat up in my microwave, if made 
from cold water pipe. Also, the off white (cream) pipe fittings work well. 
Remember the only high voltage on the dipole is at the ends, the center is low 
impedance and relativly low voltage. I have not found the tees and sleeves 
that I use for dipole hanging insulators in the grey color of electrical 
conduit PVC, but hopefully I can get some scraps for further tests. Of the 
samples tested to date, apparently there is little to no metal to heat them 
up, and no retained water vapor as well. 


Perhaps, with sunlight exposure to non-UV rated PVC resulted in cracking or 
crazing at some past time, and some ham had a failure at high power, and that 
is how the bad rap for PVC originated. 


There appears to be no ill effect to a "750 watt" microwave oven test, with 
white PVC samples with a cup of tap water to load the chamber and protect the 
microwave from SWR. 


I would be interested in anyone finding the exact dielectric constant for PVC 
of electrical or water pipe grade. That number was not on the sites visited 
today. Anyone have a recent plastics handbook?

These figures are from the Plastic Properties Handbook issued from a 
commercial plastics machining company. 


I would have to agreed that PVC is quite good for use in coils and 
antennas. I have microwave tested several types and have found none that 
showed any heating. I would not be afraid to use it, and have used it many 
times with no problems. I tend to use the gray colored PVC as I have that 


readily available. I also haven't noticed any difference between colored 
and white PVC either.

I BELIEVE that-especially considering this is the QRP group-that it 
shouldn't matter a whole lot-if any, Alan. I am pretty sure #22 ought to be 
fine. If I was using a NUMBER of radials/etc. (e.g. more than 25) I 
wouldn't even worry with high power. For portable use, well, I guess it 
will depend on how many you're willing to carry. One thing you might do, is 
put all those bathroom paper rolls to use instead of throwing them away 
when empty. You could probably get a couple of radials rolled up on one 
length of cardboard tubing-say one little roll at each end-and then have a 
simple way to keep track of even a bunch of radials, as well as keeping 
them from tangling too badly, and a way to store them after use. 10 small 5 
or 6 inch rolls would be 20 1/10th wavelength radials for 40M/up. You could 
then slide the rolls on an old broomstick, and use a bungee cord hooked 
into a drilled hole at each end to keep ‘em held down, and in place while 
travelling.

|Data point #1: 1997 Handbook, p15-2. Most zip cord is PVC insulated. 
|League tests put zip cord's loss as a transmission line at just less 
|than 4 dB per 100 ft. 


|Data point #2: Running distinctly non-QRP power, I built a balun out of 
|PVC insulated wire, and stuck it on the back of my tuner. It quickly 
|puddled. Replaced the wire with Teflon insulated wire, it worked fine. 


These two "data points" are for "flexible" PVC not rigid that is used in 
common plumbing pipe and fittings. It's the additives that make it 
flexible that also reduce it's properties. 


|Data point #3: Sad picture of Doug DeMaw, several years ago, in QST, 
|fried mobile loading coil in hand. Accompanying text explained that he 
|had wound it on a PVC form, and that his mobile rig had melted/burned 
|the PVC form. 


The cause was probably heat that melted the plastic. Teflon would have 
survived, but should a proper design heated up in the first place? 


Besides, how hot can it get at QRP levels. You can bet that Doug was using 
a bit more power.

Let me add a mechanical note to Stuart's fine run down of PVC information. 


Although the grey electrical conduit version of PVC comes in sizes 
comparable to the white water version (which has several available wall 
thicknesses, Schedule 40 being the heaviest that is readily available), 
the fittings are not always comparable. In some instances, the gray 
fittings are thinner wall than the white. Hence, while working in their 
intended environment, they may not have the structural strength of the 
white fittings. I use PVC for center insulators, booms, and even 
boom-to-mast stubs. In the last category, for instance, I can size white 
fittings to give a snug fit to the top of a TV mast, but the comparable 
gray fitting slides right down, due to its thinner wall. 


It pays to get samples of lots of PVC fittings and short lengths of 
various tubes in available wall thicknesses to literally play with to see 
what goes together and what does not--along with some scraps of aluminum 
tubing to see what fits what. You may come up with some unusual 
combinations with which to make couplings. Or role-around table frames, 
yard benches, arbors and trellises, deck furniture, or just abstract 
sculpture (call-signs in PVC?) 


I wonder if anyone has done the microwave test with a cemented junction of 
PVC (using the prescribed surface cleaner and cement, of course).

I'm in general agreement with the solid sound of good plate modulation. By the 
way, modulation of over 100% w/o splatter is possible. In my early 20's, I was 
the chief engineer of a clear-channel AM station on 1510 KHz in the late 60's 
and over-modulation was the name-of-the-game. For ham use (non-QRP related) 
nothing sounds sweeter and gets out better than a pair of 833's over- 
modulating a pair of 833's into a directional 5/8 wavelength vertical array on 
75 meters (whenever the radio station was off the air). I'd call CQ and have 
LA's returning, and they say they can't make out any other US stations.

I've decided to operate 20M for the TTF event. Last night I built a simple 
three wire vertical, similer to the one diagramed in the ARRL antenna book 
under portable antennas. Simply a vertical wire with two radials. For 
insulators, I used quarter round pieces cut from 2" PVC pipe and drilled 
some holes. For wire, I used some of Jim's TFF teflon #22. 


Thing I like about this antenna is it only needs one support and maximizes 
the use of the feed line, as half the coax isn't in the air. Took less than 
an hour to make. 


I got home with just enough daylight to get it up in the tree next to the 
shack, sort of. I need to get the feed point up just a bit higher. Seems 
to hear pretty good, compared to the G5RV.

I finally got the two var. caps installed. Now I can independently tune Rx 
or Tx by flipping a toggle switch(now about 7038-7042 range). I only had 
round knobs for the caps and no stops on the caps so I would lose track of 
where each was set(I'm changing to pointer knobs with freq. dials). I used 
my scope display on my Icom 756 to set the offset after tuning the Tx cap to 
zero beat. I finally got Bill/N5BU in Cedar Rapids, IA 7039 at 0315Z 
9/17/98. I gave him 589 and I got 459. I told him I was 90 milliwatts but 
after the QSO I checked and found the actual power was a BIG 120 miliwatts.

There have been quite a few studies about how electricity is created 
(converted) in solar panels. They had to do this to invent the stuff, 
wouldn't you think? 


The only real concern I can see here is the use of solar concentrators 
(magnifying glasses) as a fire hazard. This is easily designed for, and 
REALLY shouldn't pose any problem. 


The other concern might be the long-term leakage of materials from the solar 
panels. Some of the materials used to make them can be hazardous under the 
right situations, but still (IMHO) of very little consequence. 


UH, radiation passed through the electricity / wires to be re-radiated by 
light bulbs??? I think we have more problems with RF imposed on the lines 
and re-radiation by lightbulbs than any solar radiation. He did say no study 
was being done on this and none are planned. I can certainly believe this, 
as it would seem not necessary to me.

How would one do any measurements to see if the wires were radiating solar 
radiation? I take solar radiation seriously because of ENSR and other 
problems that have been determined to be caused by solar radiation. I just 
don't think the redistribution of that radiation after being converted to DC 
power by a solar cell will be significant. 


It would be interesting to at least know HOW to measure such a thing.

Ahhh, the wonderfull drift problem :-) 


I've never used the internal keyer and still get the annoying freq jump. 
But from previous conversations about this, I gather mine is a little worse 
than "normal" I have an early production model with the +/- 600 Hz of lock 
range. Maybe they made this window larger in later versions? 


Disconnecting the freq lock will solve the jump problem, but you may 
instead end up with a steady drift. Don't know which is worse. Letting the 
rig warm up for an hour or so before using seems to help. 


Unless someone wants to buy my Scout, someday I'll go in there and replace 
the PTO with a DDS chip. I tryed it a while back with a AD7008 and it was a 
big improvment. (Got rid of some "birdies" too) It's now back to the 
original PTO. Now that we can get tiny SMT DDS chips, I'll be able to make 
one that fits in the VFO box, instead of mounted where the noise blanker 
goes. For now, I've solved the problem by never using the Scout, though it 
is a good SSB rig, which is mainly why I bought it in the first place.

The object is to never allow the negative swing of the modulation to cause the 
instantaneous voltage of the final to get below the voltage "knee" of the 
characteristic curve (usually about 100 volts or so).

I've been searching for the best deal on magnet wire that 
can be "solder tinned." I talked with Dick at OHR and he 
was happy to share his various "secret sources" for magnet 
wire. He also covered a few basics that he felt were of 
importance to folks new to toroid winding and lead 
preparation of magnet wire. First, you can certainly prep 
the leads with either his method using a soldering iron 
and solder tinning OR you can use the "other guys" 
technique involving the Bic (brand) cigarette lighter and 
a bit of emory paper for clean-up. He stresses that the 
important thing is to make sure you adequately prep your 
toroid leads prior to stuffing your PCB and final 
soldering. (Dick says we'd be surprised to know the number 
of guys who don't feel they have to prep the leads at all 
! --gasp!) The other comment he offered is that he feels 
most QRP toroid winding can be done with #26 magnet wire, 
with the possible need for #22 in the PA section (to 
handle higher current). He notes the new OHR-500 uses 
xexclusivelyx #26 magnet wire for all toroids. 
(interesting!) This will probably stimulate some debate 
amongst the serious toroid winders on this list -- and 
that's always good for all of us :-) !
